PLANS BOOST

FOOTBALLERS and school- 
children will be able to play and 
train in Europe’s biggest indoor 
training facility in Southend. 

Southend United Football Club 
boss Ron Martin has splashed out 
£2million on the indoor training 
venue called Soccerdome. 

The club has lodged a planning 
application to build the two giant 
domes with Southend Council. 


The Soccerdome has been ear¬ 
marked for the club’s training 
ground Boots and Laces, in Eastern 
Avenue. 

The arrival of the dome will 
enable Blues to push for category 
two status in youth team football. 

There are no comparative training 
facilities near Southend for 40 or 
50 miles. 

The structure, consisting of two 
giant domes which are the size of 
two football pitches, was formerly 
at Greenwich, south-east London, 


opposite the 02 Arena. 

It was built in 2005 on land that 
had been earmarked for further 
redevelopment following the 2012 
London Olympics. 

The two huge domes were origi¬ 
nally part of the David Beckham 
Academy. 

They had been used as a venue to 
teach footballers, managers and 
match officials of the future. 

It was also used for Premier 
League academy tournaments, 
football leagues, charity events and 


for corporate training. 

The venue was pulled down in 
November last year to make way 
for London Mayor Boris Johnson’s 
redevelopment of Greenwich. 

A spokesman for the club said it 
would put Southend into one of the 
strongest academies outside of the 
Premier League. 

The spokesman said: “The future 
of the club lies in bringing new tal¬ 
ent through. 

“This will put Southend academy 
on the map.”

£0.8m park revamp 
brings joy to locals

A NEW playground in Shoebury is proving to 
be a big hit with toddlers and parents. 

Independent councillor, Shoeburyness ward, 
Mike Assenheim said scores of mums, dads 
and children have been saying thank you for 
their new facility. 

Cllr Assenheim along with past councillors, 
one of whom is now decased, the other who has 
lost their seat, pushed for the £800,000 play¬ 
ground in Ness Road after parents told him 
there was little for their children to do. 

Work which began at the beginning of the 
year is now almost complete. 

The park now boasts extensive children’s play 
equipment including swings, slides, round¬ 
abouts and a skateboarding area with ramps. 

There is also a high tech outdoor gym area 
called Adizone. This contains equipment nor¬ 
mally found in a gym, including running 
machines, weights etc and a basketball court. 

Work on a new pavilion, which has planning 
permission in place, should begin next month 
along with a tennis court, pathway layouts and 
lighting. 

There are also plans for licencing a refresh¬ 
ment vehicle in the future. 

Cllr Assenheim said: “I am absolutely 
delighted to say, it’s being extremely well used 
with high attendance by the young people in 
Shoeburyness and packed with youngsters at 
every opportunity. 

“I have only had fantastic comments from 
residents whose children and grandchildren are 
using the park. 

“There was a very small children’s play facil¬ 
ity here, but it was always getting vandalised. 

“Over the years, the authorites have learnt 
how to curb vandalism and use stronger mater¬ 
ial to create the park. 

“Bovis Homes built 200 properties nearby 
and paid for the new park under a 106 agree¬ 
ment.”

FLY tipping has become such a 
problem in Westcliff council 
chiefs set to install CCTV 

Residents say they are fed up 
with people dumping rubbish 
in their roads and alleyways. 

City banker Roy Potter, 
47,said: “We see sofas, chairs, 
plates, all sorts of things, we do 
need a camera at least to deter 
fly tippers.” 

Shop keepers in Westcliff 
have launched a campaign, Tidy 
up Westcliff. Peter Norman, 
who owns Bathstore, in Hamlet 
Court Road, Westcliff said: 
“The fly tipping and general 
rubbish situation in and around 
Anerley Road is unacceptable. 

“This amount of rubbish 
reflects badly on local busi¬ 


nesses and residents alike.” 

Councillor Jonathon Garston 
(Conservative) met with an 
officer and the leader of the 
council to show them fly 
tipping hot spots on Friday. 

Local landlords have also set 
up an action group called 
SEAL South Essex Alliance of 
Landlords, to inform their ten¬ 
ants of their responsibilities 
when issues like fly tipping 
occur. 

Labour Councillor Cheryl 
Nevin, Milton ward, said the 
problem was being dealt with 
by the council. 

She said: “The new cross 
party coalition has renegotiat¬ 
ed the Cory contract, due to 
start in the Autumn. The coali¬ 


tion has taken enforcement 
action to clear many front gar¬ 
dens, (where the previous 
administration didn’t), con¬ 
ducting a major street blitz in 
the centre of town last year.” 

Cllr Martin Terry, executive 
councillor waste and transport, 
said: “We work very hard with 
our contractor Cory to ensure 
that the streetscene is clean and 
tidy and we understand that 
there are certain hotspots 
where there are issues such as 
fly-tipping. 

“The next stage will be to 
explore the use of CCTV and 
enforcement action to help us 
catch those selfishly dumping 
rubbish in the streets and 
alleyways.”

THE YOUNG son of the man who 
died aged 37 after finishing last year’s 
Havens half marathon, sounded the 
klaxon to start this year’s race. 

Seven-year-old George Palmer sent 
more than 2,000 runners off on the 
13.1k coastal race, which was dedicat¬ 
ed to his father Nick with the theme 
Celebrate Running, Celebrate Life. 

Last year Nick, a member of 
Southend Flyers Running Club, col¬ 
lapsed and sadly died moments after 
completing the race. 

More than 40 members of the club 
turned out to honour Nick and cele¬ 
brate his life. 

In a statement, Nick’s parents Alan 
and Linda said: “This past year we 
have been overwhelmed with the kind 
messages of support from Nick’s 
friends, family, running club col¬ 
leagues and the local community - it 
has meant a great deal to us. 

“Today has been emotional for all 
those who knew and loved Nick but it 
has been wonderful to see everyone 
coming together to remember him in 
this way. 

“He had a passion for running and 
was a member of the Southend Flyers 
Running Club where he trained people 
and took part in many full and half 
marathons so it was a fitting tribute. 
“Today we honoured his memory and 


created new ones with his son, 
George.” There was a minute’s 
applause before the race started as a 
tribute to Nick. 

Keith Passingham, who founded 
the Southend Flyers Running Club in 
2001, said: “It has been a very emo¬ 
tional day but we have got through it 
together and have tried to celebrate 
Nick’s life rather than look back on 
what happened last year in a bad 
way. 

“We all ran in groups rather than for 
personal bests and the support we 
have had from non-runners has been 
great.” 

This was the 20th anniversary of the 
coastal run from Shoeburyness along 
the seafront, raising money for Haven 
Hospice in Westcliff, which cares for 
adults and Thundersley’s little Havens 
for children. 

More than 20,000 people have taken 
part since it started in 1995. 

It was originally named the Jim 
Peters’ Southend Half Marathon in 
memory of the former record holder 
of the world’s fastest marathon, who 
lived in Thorpe Bay. 

It was organised by running club the 
Vestall Vergins but when the club 
closed the organisation of the event 
was passed to Havens Hospices, 
which has always been the benefactor 
of sponsorship from the event. 

Judy Grocott, hospices events man¬ 
ager said: “We wanted to remember 


Nick after his tragic death last year, 
and honour his memory at this year’s 
run. I would like to thank all of those 
who made this possible, including 
Nick’s parents and family who we 
have worked with closely and his 
friends, including those at Southend 
Flyers Running Club.” 

First to cross the finish line was 
Paul Whittaker in just over an hour 
followed by Daniel Steel and Dan 
Carter while the first three women 
across were Emily Gelder, Vikki 
Brockband and Sarah Swinhoe. 

Another group was the 30 members 


of Team TC. They were running for 
Tracey Ralph, the 3 5-year-old mum of 
two, who had to have her legs and fin¬ 
gers amputated after falling gravely ill 
with meningitis last Christmas. 

Tracey in now back with family in 
Hawkwell. Her sister-in-law, Amanda 
Ralph said: “Tracey is coming to 
terms with what she can and can’t do. 

“Thanks to everyone’s fundraising 
her home has been renovated and she 
is having physio to learn to walk 
again. 

“She has been overwhelmed with all 
of the fundraising. She is quite a pri-

vate person so she was a bit embar¬ 
rassed at first but incredibly grateful 
for all the support.” 

Tash Manley, who has completed the 
London Marathon for Havens 
Hospices, said: “It was a really good 
run. It was a lot cooler which helped.” 

Friends Vikki Kenney and Michelle 
Thomas ran together in just over two 
hours. Vikki said: “We ran as part of 
‘Team Havens’ this year and they were 
really supportive with the training.”

Free parking after 6pm 
brings big trade boost

THRILLED Southend business- 
people have seen trade rocket by 30 
per cent thanks to free parking. 

Southend Business Improvement 
District (BID) pushed for the free 
parking in a bid to bolster the local 
economy. 

The scheme for free parking after 
6pm was originally trialled last year 
and was made a permanent feature 
in February. 

Business owners are delighted as 
visitors have stayed longer and 
spent more. 

Happidrome Arcade owner, 
Martin Richardson, said: “We have 
seen an increase in the evening 
trade. 

“This seafront needs to have 
evening advantages and the intro¬ 
duction of the free parking after 
6pm is just what was needed. 

“The fact the BID and the traders 
are involved more highlights what 
this town has to offer. 

“Free parking is a welcome 
advantage to entice walkers and 
families to use City Beach.” 

Dave Rayment, manager of 
Beaches Bistro, Marine Parade, 
said: “Parking charges lifted from 
6pm are a long overdue outcome. 

“The town and seafront work 
hard together via the Southend BID 
it feels good to get a result that ben¬ 


efits all.” Justin Carmichael, owner 
of Southend Rock and Gifts, said: 
“The lack of charges for parking 
after 6pm has had a massive impact 
on business especially at weekends. 

“It keeps people and families on 
the seafront longer with no rush to 
get back to their cars” 

A worker at Royal Fish and Chips 
in the High Street who did not wish 
to be named said: “I do believe that 
business has improved now that the 
parking is free after 6pm. 

“It gives the public more opportu¬ 
nity to come to the High Street, 


and which creates more business 
opportunities.” 

Chairman of BID, Royals 
Shopping Centre manager Dawn 
Jeakings said: “We have taken a 
pragmatic approach to the decline 
in potential visitor numbers and 
given customers a fresh set of rea¬ 
sons to shop in a traditionally 
buzzy, fun and pleasant environ¬ 
ment. 

“BID has appointed a team of 
street rangers, tasked with meeting 
and greeting visitors. They provide 
a link with the police to help reduce 


crime and anti-social behaviour.” 
BID manager Alison Dewey said: 
“Our members in that area have 
reported a 30 per cent increase in 
trade. Of course, there is much 
more to be done and we certainly 
can’t rest on our laurels. But these 
findings show that the BID was 
indeed the right way to go.” 

Paul Thompson, chairman of 
Southend Seafront Traders’ 
Association, said: “Anything that 
drops parking charges will see a 
boost in trade. 

“The new cabinet at Southend 
Council have been really positive in 
working with traders here. 

“It’s a bit early in the season to 
say, but when the BID put on their 
free fireworks nights last October, 
we saw a big uptake in trade when 
parking was free.” 

Cllr Martin Terry, Executive 
Councillor for Transport, said: 
“The joint administration is com¬ 
mitted to helping local businesses 
as much as it can, and we want to 
send a message that Southend-on- 
Sea is very much open for business. 

“I am therefore delighted that the 
parking changes on the seafront 
which means that the Seaways, 
Western Esplanade and Fairheads 
car parks are free after 6pm has 
helped to boost trade. This small 
but effective change means they are 
now in line with the town centre car 
parks which is also good news for 
residents and visitors too.”

Reliving war on 
nature reserve

SECOND World War survivors have been invit¬ 
ed to a nature reserve to share their memories of 
wartime Britain. 

Visitors to the Langdon Nature Reserve will 
be transported back to the 1940s during a 
themed event next month. 

Organisers want to record the memories of 
people who experienced the Blitz firsthand and 
particularly people who spent time at the 
Plotlands. 

The 500-acre nature reserve once housed the 
Plotlands - homes built by London families to 
hide from German bombs. 

One of the houses, now used as the Haven 
Museum, has been restored to 1940s style and 


will be open all day. The site is maintained by 
nature charity the Essex Wildlife Trust. Vintage 
musicians will entertain and prizes will be hand¬ 
ed out for the best 1940s costumes. 

Photographs and displays will be exhibited. 

Local authors Peter Jackson and Deanna 
Walker will lead a walking tour of the reserve 
before signing copies of their books about the 
Plotlands. 

There will be games such as “whack the rat” 
and a coconut shy. 

A picnic will be held, with a barbecue and a 
bar, a ration sweet shop and wartime Camp cof¬ 
fee will be available. 

Entry to the day, which will run from 11am 
until 4pm, will cost £3 per adult and £2 per 
under-16. The visitor centre is located on Lower 
Dunton Road, Basildon.

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Black is back 

2 tone veteran Pauline Black is launching a new album and will be unveiling it at 
Village Green in Southend - an area with lot of links to her family, as LIZ WADE reports 


WHEN Pauline Black appears 
with The Selecter at Village 
Green next month it will also be 
an excuse to return to her hus¬ 
band’s old stomping ground and 
where her dad used to go to eat 
whelks. 

The performance on July 11, 
in Chalkwell Park, Southend, 
lets her catch up with Hollie 
Cook, daughter of Sex Pistols’ 
drummer Paul Cook, as they 
have appeared in previous line¬ 
ups together before. 

Both platinum-selling 2 tone 
veterans, The Selecter and 
Hollie are among an outstand¬ 
ing line-up. Other acts include 
Nitin Sawhney; local legend 
Snowboy and the Latin Section 
who celebrate their 30th 
anniversary at Village Green; 
Essex-based band Asylums and 
Roland Gift of Fine Young 
Cannibals, featuring local lad 
Dave Randall of Faithless fame. 

Pauline said: “Hollie Cook 
will be there. Prince Fatty has 
worked with her and we’ve 
played in line-ups with Hollie, 
so it will be great to hook up 
with her again. My dad would 
always go down to Southend 
and eat the whelks and it’s my 
husband Terry’s old stomping 
ground as he grew up in 
Westcliff.” 

The festival is one of a num¬ 
ber that The Selecter, one of the 
most successful ska bands of 
the 2 tone era who notched up

several top 40 singles, will be 
performing this year. 

Born in Coggeshall and 
adopted by a white family, 
Pauline grew up in Romford. 

“I lived there until I was 17 
then went up to Coventry,” she 
says. She went to Lanchester 
Polytechnic now Coventry 
University. 

“I studied combined science 
to be a scientist but got bored 
with that,” said Pauline, who 
trained as a radiographer and 
worked in the NHS for five 
years. It was in Coventry that 
she entered the music industry. 

“I began playing, accompany¬ 
ing myself around clubs. I used 
to play my own compositions 
and cover other people’s, then I 
caught the eye of someone who 
was in The Specials,” she added. 

“I renamed myself Black. I’ve 


always been Pauline. It was 
mainly because members of my 
family refused to call me black.” 

While it was a reaction to 
being refered to as coloured by 
her family, who adopted her 
after she was born to a teenage 
mother, the name allowed her to 
hide the fact that she was moon¬ 
lighting while working in radi¬ 
ography. 

“The early days were great, 
within six months we had a top 
10 hit. It was the first band I was 
in and it’s not often that your 
first band is a success,” she says. 

But in 1982 the band split up 
because of musical differences. 

Pauline adds: “I’d been 
offered a series on Channel 
Four, Black on Black, then a 
play in London. I was in televi¬ 
sion and film, then the theatre, 
music carried me along in that 
period too.” 

The Selecter have sporadical¬ 
ly reformed since 1994, but in 
2010 a revival took place with 
Black and Aurthur “Gaps” 
Hendrickson from the original 
band again playing together. 

Pauline said: “A long time had 
intervened, it was really good to 
be back with Hendrickson and 
do a wider selection of The 
Selecter, in a male/female duo. 

“We didn’t want to be one of 
those bands that was a heritage 
band. We wanted to invest our 
money and time into making 
new music.”

I am in no doubt that the EU 
is in need of reform; almost 
two decades of accounts not 
signed off is but one area of 
concern. However, I am in no 
doubt that our prosperity is 
bound up with Europe. 

I also believe that the British 
have a long and proud history 
of reaching out to the world, 
and exit would signal a rever¬ 
sal of that approach. 


We no longer have the 
Empire, and the world has 
moved on considerably since 
our entry into the Common 
Market in 1973. New 
economies now challenge for 
supremacy, and if we give up 
our seat at the big table of 
Europe, we will only blunt our 
competitive edge in the eco¬ 
nomic battles to come. 

We also have the challenges 
of climate change, terrorism, 
and international crime to deal 
with, and being part of the EU 
makes us better able to do this. 

A small island state does not 
have the clout of a large chunk 
of continental Europe, and our 
voice and standing in the 
world would undoubtedly 
diminish should those who 
want exit win the referendum. 

By all means let’s change 
and improve the European 
Union, but please do not gam¬ 
ble with our place in the world, 
our prosperity, and the future 
of the generations to come. 

We are better off in.

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Doctor saves

AN AIRLINE has thanked a Basildon Hospital 
doctor who came to the rescue in a mid-air med¬ 
ical emergency. 

Lufthansa praised consultant physician Dr 
Kazi Azad after he sprang into action on a flight 
from Saudi Arabia to Germany. 

Dr Azad, 46, who works in the hospital's Acute 
Medical Unit, volunteered his services when a 
fellow passenger became “critically ill”. 

He said he feared for her life and did not hes¬ 
itate to step in, despite press reports about doc¬ 
tors intervening in emergency medical situa¬ 
tions and subsequently being sued. 

He told the YA: “It is a moral obligation. You 
forget about everything else. If you can help, do 
it. You are a doctor. If an emergency happens, I 
believe it is our moral obligation.” 

Dr Azad, who is married with three sons, has 
worked at Basildon Hospital since November 
2012 . 

He rushed to the back of the plane when a 
woman in her 20s fell unconscious and staff 
asked whether there was a doctor on board the 
flight. 

Cabin crew laid the woman on the floor of the 
kitchen so Dr Azad could assess her. 

He recalled: “After giving her oxygen she 
slowly came around enough to tell me, though a 
member of cabin crew who was interpreting, 
that she was breathless and her throat and chest 
felt tight.” 

Dr Azad had been on the patient’s flight into 
Saudi Arabia as well, during which she was 
treated by a different doctor after experiencing 
sudden facial swelling. 

He diagnosed her as suffering from anaphy¬ 
laxis - a severe, potentially life-threatening 
allergic reaction which can cause the throat to 
completely close up. 

He said: “I gave an adrenalin injection to 
address anaphylaxis and put a cannula in her 
arm to start giving intravenous fluids. 

“I monitored her blood pressure closely and 
attached a portable defibrillator and saturation 
probe to monitor her heart rhythm, pulse and

blood oxygen level. 

“Her condition gradually started to improve 
over the next couple of house so an emergency 
landing was not needed. I sat with her for the 
rest of the flight. 

“We were given seats in business class and I 
felt like I had earned the very nice breakfast I 
was served. 

“When we arrived in Frankfurt the passenger 
was met by paramedics and taken straight to 
hospital. 

“The crew said they were very grateful that I 
was on the flight. 

“I must give credit to them as they were very 
calm and professional, listened to what I said 
and followed my direction throughout.” 

The airline has given Dr Azad 16,000 air miles 
to thank him for his heroic actions. 

In an email to Dr Azad, Lufthansa said: “On 
behalf of our medical department and customer 
relations we sincerely thank you for your sup¬ 
port. 

“It is indeed very comforting for us to know 
that our guest was taken care of. Your help in 
this special situation is greatly appreciated.”

Company boss who 
sold ‘cancer cure’ must 
pay back £ 160,000 

A BUSINESSMAN convicted of selling 
potentially toxic products as a cancer cure 
has been ordered to pay back more than 
£160,000 following proceeds of crime act 
court action brought by Essex trading 
standards. 

Roger Shelley, 67, of Olivia Drive, Leigh- 
on-Sea appeared before Basildon Crown 
Court on Wednesday, when the judge made 
a confiscation order of £160,580.39 against 
him. 

Shelley was director of the Vitamin 
Service, Leigh-on-Sea, which sold courses of 
metabolic therapy treatments costing £500 
a month. 

The therapy used apricot kernels - which 
can be fatal in certain doses - as a natural 
source of vitamin B17. 

He recommended doses for children and 
adults for the prevention and cure of 
cancer. 

In February Shelley was given a six- 
month suspended prison sentence, 120 
hours of unpaid work and his company 
fined £10,000 after he pleaded guilty to five 
charges brought by Essex trading 
standards.

Q. Is the writing 
on the wall for 
traditional high 
street agents? 

A. The short answer is 
no - at least, not any 
time soon. Of course, 
you’re probably thinking, 

“Well, he would say that, 
wouldn’t he?” But, 
looking round at the 
alternatives currently on 
offer, I can honestly say 
I’m not overly worried! 

Broadly speaking, there 
are two main alternatives 
to using a traditional 
agent. The first is to do it 
yourself. After all, it’s 
certainly not impossible 
to sell your own home. 

Some people do just that. But not many - 
and you need to ask yourself why. 

The second alternative is to use an 
internet-only agent. These tend to attract a 
lot of media interest because they seem to 
be so 21st-century. After all, so the 
argument goes, you can buy and sell 
practically everything else online, so why 
should property be any different? Yet, 
some 10 years after the start of the much- 
trumpeted “online property revolution” - 
and despite charging much lower fees than 
conventional firms — internet-only agents 
still only account for a tiny proportion of 
total property sales. 

So, why is this? 

Well, for the simple reason that that there is 
a lot more to selling your home than simply 


advertising it on the 
internet. That’s just the 
start. If you’re 
considering the DIY 
route, for example, are 
you aware of the new 
consumer protection 
legislation?

Think Property Answer 

Portable Appliance Tests or PATs are an electrical check carried out on 'movable' 
items such as kettles, microwaves, hoovers, table lamps, toasters and coffee 
machines and many electricians will tell you they must be carried out before 
tenants move into a property. 

Legally speaking this is not true. There is no law that says PAT checks must be 
carried out, something the government recently clarified. 

What the law does state is that all electrical equipment within a rental property 
must be safe to use and that it’s the landlord’s responsibility to ensure this before 
tenants move in and, equally, during the tenancy too 
Most experts, including those from the Electrical Safety Council, recommend 
landlords make a visual inspection of all the electrical appliances provided within 
each rented property so check cables aren’t worn or that plugs are damaged. It is 
also recommended that any new items feature the 'CE' kite mark which is the 
manufacturer's claim that it meets all European safety legislation. 

Whether you then decide to get all the items PAT checked is a matter of choice not 
law. But most experts agree that, if landlords want peace of mind, then the £50- 
£100 it will cost to get a qualified electrician in to complete PAT checks is worth it. 
A visual examination is the most important factor, but if an item were to short and 
then catch fire then being able to prove that it had been PAT checked recently 
(every two years for smaller items and four years for larger ones) would help 
matters. 

More importantly PAT checks may flag up potential problems before tenants move 
in but don’t rely on them alone - they should not be completed instead of a visual 
check but rather as a back up.

PrimeTime film review 



MR HOLMES (PG, 104 mins) 


N O one is immune to 
the allure of that cruel 
and merciless mis¬ 
tress: time. 

She saps strength and 
suppleness from athletic 
bodies, defies every cream 
to wither beauty and dulls 
the sharpest intellects. 

Mr Holmes imagines the 
twilight years of one of liter¬ 
ature's icons, who is facing 
the grim reality of dementia 
with what remains of his 
once-glorious wit, aided by 
doses of a rare restorative 
plant from Japan called 
prickly ash. 

This Sherlock, portrayed 
with dignity and steely 
resolve by Sir Ian McKellen, 
is no longer the aloof master 
of deduction who traversed 
the pages of Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle's imagination. 

Instead, he tends bees on 
the Sussex coast, haunted 
by the one case he failed to 
solve - if only he could 
recall the facts. 

Bill Condon's slow-burning 
drama tests our little grey 
cells with a perplexing sub¬ 
plot: The Curious Case Of 
The Thrice Oscar- 
Nominated Actress and The 
Wayward Accent. 

Laura Linney is one of the 
finest performers of her gen¬ 
eration, but here she is 
undone by a vocal delivery 
that roams wildly between 
the West Country, Ireland 
and America. 

Her valiant struggles are 
an unnecessary distraction. 

The year is 1947 and 
Sherlock Holmes (McKellen), 
now 93, is a shadow of the 
brilliant logician, who once 
held court at 221 b Baker 
Street flanked by Dr Watson 


(Colin Starkey) and Mrs 
Hudson (Sarah Crowden). 

The ageing sleuth has 
retired to Cuckmere Haven, 
where he fusses over his 
hives, struggles to piece 
together fractured memories 
and infuriates his widowed 
housekeeper, Mrs Munro 
(Linney). 

Her spirited son Roger 
(Milo Parker) is fascinated 
by Sherlock and the boy 
shows a natural aptitude 
with the bees. 

"Exceptional children are 
often the product of unre¬ 
markable parents," Holmes 
coldly observes, wounding 
Mrs Munro. 

The lad inspires Sherlock 
to delve into the fog of the 
past to recall his only 
unsolved case - a missing 
person enquiry in 1919 
involving a distraught hus¬ 
band, Thomas Kelmot 
(Patrick Kennedy), and his 
beautiful wife Ann (Hattie 
Morahan). 

As Sherlock's addled mind 


drifts between that ill-fated 
pre-war investigation and 
the present, the old man 
edges ever closer to an 
inglorious end. 

Mr Holmes is distinguished 
by McKellen's measured 
central performance and the 
strong support from rising 
star Parker. 

The script slowly unravels 
the myth of the literary 
sleuth, including one bitter¬ 
sweet scene of the ageing 
Sherlock watching a film in 
which Basil Rathbone por¬ 
trays him with unnatural 
gusto. 

Plotting is pedestrian - 
there are no twists or big 
reveals - allowing us plenty 
of time to marvel at the pic¬ 
turesque locations, including 
one breathtaking shot of the 
White Cliffs of Dover. 

We'll meet Holmes again, 
in many different guises, but 
few will be as heartbreak- 
ingly frail or haunting as this.

Jason will play 20 dates on a UK-wide 
tour, his first as a solo artist for six years. 

The tour, which includes an appearance at 
the Cliffs Pavilion on Tuesday, March 22, 
2016, will be the first time he has toured 
with his Ten Good Reasons album.

Suzuki’s no-nonsense city slicker

THE Celerio is the latest offering from 
Japanese manufacturer Suzuki. 

It replaces two models that have had 
decent success in the UK - the Alto city car 
and the Splash supermini. 

With the new Vitara having just arrived, the 
company's UK range is now in good shape 
and the brand is hoping the Celerio will 
recover from the original launch recall. 

The Celerio has a starting price of £7,999 
and offers a substantial amount of space for 
the money. 

The interior is capable of seating five 
thanks to the roomy cabin which has been 
created by a longer wheelbase and a high 
roofline. 

City cars never offer huge boots but the 
Suzuki is larger than the average with 254 
litres being available for luggage or the shop¬ 
ping. 

Two powertrains are currently available 
both in 1.0-litre form. 

The more expensive Dualjet technology 
engine offers greater torque and perfor¬ 
mance with a claimed 78.4mpg and emis¬ 
sions of just 84g/km. 

This car came with the cheaper 1.0-litre 
three-cylinder petrol engine with low C02 
emissions of 99g/km and a claimed fuel 
consumption figure of 65.7 miles per gallon. 

The Suzuki Celerio isn’t going to win any 
beauty contests but it is better looking than 


the models it replaces. 

It cannot match some of its rivals for style 
but it does offer a high level of standard 
equipment so personalisation options are 
limited largely to the colour you choose. 

All models - even the basic SZ3 - come 
with alloy wheels and body-coloured 
bumpers, while the top-spec SZ4 tested 
adds colour-coded mirrors, a chrome grille 
and front fog lights. 

Inside, all versions get DAB and Bluetooth, 
as well as air-conditioning, a USB connec¬ 
tion and CD player. 


The plastic materials used in the cabin are 
on the cheap side to keep costs down but 
everything is well screwed together and the 
instruments and controls are clear and easy 
to use. 

The Celerio is not as much fun to drive as 
its Swift sibling but it is a sound choice for 
people who want a no-fuss, usable city car. 

The elevated driving position gives you a 
good view of the road and it does have a 
great turning circle, making it ideal for town 
use. 

The ride is quite smooth, although you do 


feel it suffers when you hit larger bumps. 

The steering is light - if lacking in feed¬ 
back - and it is easy to manoeuvre in tight 
spots.lt takes the 67bhp 1.0-litre around 13 
seconds to reach 62mph and it has a top 
speed of 96mph. 

It feels surprisingly fizzy around town but it 
needs to be worked fairly hard to get up to 
motorway speeds. 

You do feel the lack of power on hills but 
otherwise it is responsive and quick enough 
to keep up with town traffic. 

The Celerio is available in a choice of six 
colours, five of which are metallic options 
and one solid colour. Its low emissions mean 
no road tax and only a £1,000 differs the 
entry-level SZ3 model from the top trim SZ4. 

Overall the Celerio is worth a look if you 
are in the market for a no-nonsense city car 
that does the job without any fuss.

Lexus poised for festival fling

THE new high performance Lexus GS F will 
make its European public debut at the 
Goodwood Festival of Speed later this 
month. 

It is the latest Lexus to carry the brand's 
F performance badge and will show off its 
pace and handling on Goodwood’s hillclimb 
course with Toyota Gazoo Racing driver 
Mike Conway at the wheel. 

Though it shares the same platform as 
the Lexus GS, the GS F benefits from 
extensive enhancements throughout, 
including the engine, which features a natu¬ 
rally aspirated 5.0-litre V8 unit producing 
467bhp and 530Nm of torque. 

That is matched to an eight-speed auto¬ 
matic gearbox with manual shifts, and the 
company's Torque Vectoring Differential - 
which debuted in the RC F - is part of the 
GS F’s standard specification, helping hone 
the car's handling. 

Its three different operating modes com¬ 


prise the default Standard, for a balance of 
agility and firmness; Slalom, emphasising 
nimble steering response and agility; and 
Track for delivering stability in high-speed 
circuit driving. 

And although the confines of the 
Goodwood hill won’t permit a full-blooded 
drive, the car’s sound, turn of speed and 
sharp styling promise to make a big 
impression. 

The festival date follows the car’s world 
debut at the Detroit Motor Show earlier this 
year and first European appearance at the 
Geneva show in the spring. 

While the GS F’s Goodwood bow is an 
indication of its appearance on the road, 
details of a production version for the UK 
won't be announced until later in the year. 

Also on show at the festival, which runs 
from June 26-28, is the Lexus LFA super¬ 
car and the RC F GT3 competition car 
being campaigned this season by Frey 
Racing in the VLN endurance series in 
Germany.
